Whenever such sub-
scription shall be made by such judge, it shall be 
the duty of the clerk of the circuit court for such 
county to causse the numbers of such reports to 
be bound in substantial leather bindings, and to 
have the same stamped or branded with the name 
of the county for which the subscription shall be 
so made, and keep the same in his office for the 
use of the courts of such county, and the judges 
thereof, and the district attorney and other offi-
cers of such county. The clerk of the circuit court 
of such county shall be responsible for the safe 
keeping of the volumes of such reports, and shall, 
at the expiration of his term of office, deliver such 
volumes of reports to his successor in office, and 
take a receipt therefor, and file the same in the 
office of the clerk of such county.
